BUT EISENHOWER was char­ 
itable in o mitting reference to 
that particu lar paragraph becau se 
it co ntains a far wo rse indictment 
o f the 
Tru man-Acheso n 
admini­ 
stratio n than the anno u ncement o f 
the limited “defense perimeter.” 
Fo r the secretary o f s*tate was 
declaring thatt he U. N —which 
everybo dy knew had a secu rity 
co u ncil that co u ld be paralyzed 
fro m taking actio n by the single 
veto o f So viet Ru ssia—was go ing 
to resist aggressio n. 
That wasn’t impo rtant to t h e 
Co mmu nists, who fo r reaso ns o f

o n the U. N. to pro tect that area, 
what steps, if any, did he take 
in Janu ary 1950 to mo bilize the 
members o f the United Natio ns u n­ 
der the “co mmitments” to which 
he refers? No ne whatever. 
In fact, the United States go v­ 
ernment itself made no prepara­ 
tio ns to defend Ko rea becau se the 
jo int chiefs o f staff, inclu ding Ei­ 
senho wer, at the time was to ld 
that it wasn’t American diplo mat­ 
ic po licy to pro tect Ko rea bu t that 
it was u p to the U. N. 
The Repu blican no minee fo r the 
presidency, who was then chief o f 
staff o f the Army, reco mmended 
in 1949 against defense o f Ko rea 
when the qu estio n was pu t to the 
jo int chiefs. It is impo rtant to no te 
what the qu estio n was—it was ask­ 
ed whether, in the event o f general 
war, Ko rea sho u ld be defended. 
The answer, o f co u rse, was then 
and still is negative. If a wo rld 
war bro ke o u t to mo rro w, K o r e a 
co u ldn’t be defended, becau se the 
military fo rces and su pplies no w 
go ing there wo u ld be mo re u r­ 
gently needed elsewhere. 


BUT WHEN THE jo int chiefs o f 
staff render their advice o n a mili­ 
tary qu estio n, why do es the secre­ 
tary o f state feel o bligated to make 
su ch military info rmatio n pu blic?

1950 the Navy was in large part 
pu t “in mo thballs,” there were no

f r o m Japan w h i l e o ccu patio n 
tro o ps, wu th equ ipment o nly fo r a 
peacetime jo b, were o n du ty there. 
Under these circu mstances, be­

no r its allies had do ne anything 
fro m Janu ary till Ju ne 1950, when 
the Ko rean aggressio n came, the 
United States was requ ired to bear 
the fu ll bru nt o f the bu rden.

Since 1917, Reds Have Infiltrated Government 


T h ey M ean \ tm 
This i* National Newspaper Week. 
News­ 
papers are not guilty of prejudice in Sd.*..iK 
their week is more important than National 
Posture Week, National Glove Week. National 
Hat Week and even Employ the Physically 
Handicapped Week, all of them running con­ 
currently. 
There is a vitally important fact about news­ 
papers which is too rarely dsicussed. It needs 
to be more generally known and understood 
that they are only the trustees of the con­ 
stitutional guarantee of freedom of the press. 
The guarantee is made to all the people of the 
Unted States, not to the relatively small group 
of people who work for newspapers. 
Thus, when newspapers discuss the problems 
which confront them they are talking about 
the problem* which confront citizens of the 
United State*. It matters little what happens 
Lo individual newspapers—they have come and 
gone. But it matters greatly what happens to 
the freedom which is guaranteed to the people 
of the United States. 
When a politician, angered by disclosures that 
he has betrayed the public trust, vents his 
spleen against newspapers he is challenging 
the freedom of the press. 
When anyone for any reason tries to suppress 
Information which the public is entitled to have. 
he is trying to get rid of a constitutional guar­ 
antee. He means you—the citizen whose right 
to read is inalienable. 
National Newspaper Week is an occasion for 
talking about such things. It is an occasion 
for newspapers to remind the American people 
that freedom to read the printed word is the 
cornerstone of their political rights. 


W ell-F ed C h ild ren 
One form of governmental largesse which 
meets with practically universal approval is the 
achool lunch program. 
It reached a new high In Ohio last year with 
290 000 children in 1,509 schools receiving 40 
million lunches beside the seven million bottles 
of milk served to others to supplement the 
lunches brought from home. 
The program measures children of the more 
•conomicaly depressed families at least one 
good, sound, well-balanced meal a. day. For 
others it is a change from the home-packed 
cold lunch and a relief to mother. 
The cost in Ohio last school year w*as $13!it 
million. Of this the schools provided about 9 
million dollars while the rest came in the form 
of federal subsidy. 
Not computed in dollars and cents Is the 
service of thousands of mothers who contribut­ 
ed freely of their time and hard work in help­ 
ing to prepare the meals Without their will­ 
ing effort the program would lie impossible in 
many schools 
Needy children may be served their lunches 
free or at reduced cost Most of the others buy 
them at a price held low because of the sub­ 
sidies. All benefit in many wavs. Dr Clyde His- 
song. Ohio director of education says: 
“The aim of the school lunch program has 
been broadened greatly Today it is expected 
not only to provide a nutritious lunch at a price 
pupils can afford to pay but it also serves as 
a means of providing health and nutrition edu­ 
cation. The school hmrh program helps the 
child develop good habits, table manner* and 
an appreciation of the importance of eating a 
well-balanced diet.**

The story of Grandma Moses is one of tho*#

Born in a New’ York village in 196ft she m ar­ 
ried. bore l l children before her husband died 
in 18R7 and spent the next 4ft years rearing 
her family. 
Then, after she wfas past 7ft she found time 
on her hands and turned to painting. With no 
formal training, her landscapes were seen only 
by neighbors until 1936 when a druggist in 
nearby Hossick Falls placed some in his s4ore. 
They were seen bv art lovers and almost 
immediately Grandma Moses was hailed as the 
country's greatest painter of folk art. Since 
then her pictures have been shown in leading 
art galleries, they are in demand for Christ­ 
mas cards and each new painting finds buyers 
bidding for it. 
Now at 92. hale and hearts*. Grandma Mfises 
becomes a corporation.

Statistics show that people are living longer 
and that productive years are being extended 
in a w*ay that leads statisticians to try to figure 
out what it means In the world of economics.

Subsequently, this Harold Ware 
j group found its way from the AAA 


I into other government activities, to 
I the N a t i o n a l Labor Relations 
I Board, the Treasury, the State De­ 
partment. etc. Lee Pressman, for 
instance, wrote the Wagner Act, 
Labor Relations Board of whicn 
! Nathan Witt became secretary and 
practically the head man. 
Witt’s associate in 
Communist 
< activity. Pressman, became coun­ 
sel for the newly formed CIO. 
Pressman and W i t t worked to­ 
gether. so that a government agen­ 
cy dealing with labor matters and 
a national labor union favored by 
that agency were joined together 
through the cooperation of tw o 
I Communists. 


THE LA FOLLETTE Committee 
was loaded with members of the 
Harold Ware cell who served as 
investigators, 
researchers 
a n d 
counsel. This committee so slant­ 
ed an investigation as to provide 
the Communists with the data they 
r e q u i r e d for their propaganda 
against American capitalism. 
Other members of this group, 
because of their abilities, such as 
Alger Hiss, Henry Collins. Charles 
Kramer. Harry Dexter White, came 
to the fore and were perforce ex­ 
posed. 
The administration cannot claim 
that it was without data on the 
j subject. It has always had the re­ 
ports of the FBI, an agency that 
from the first recognized the Com­ 
munist menace. 
Neither President Roosevelt nor 
President Truman availed himself 
fully of FBI facilities on this sub­ 
ject. To this must be added the 
intelligence reports of Army. Navy t 
and State Departments prior to the * 
Marshall-Acheson regime. 
Finally, there were many books, 
magazine and newspaper articles, 
some w r i t t e n by Communists. I 


others by Anticommunists since 
1848. 
In 1939, Whittaker Chambers ex­ 
posed actual espionage to Adolf 
Berle. who informed Dean Ache- 
son and President Roosevelt of the 
accusation that Alger Hiss, already 
a high State Department official, 
was a Russian spy. Hiss was pro­ 
moted to higher office subsequent 
to the accusation and was Roose­ 
velt’s Far Eastern expert at Yal­ 
ta. 


ON OCT. 28, 1946. Prime Minis­ 
ter MacKenzie King of Canada 
came to Washington with the data 
uncovered at the Canadian s p y 
ring investigation. King gave to 
President Truman data on t h e 
American side of the espionage. 
Nothing happened. 
Meanwhile, the House Committee 
on un-American Activities, organ­ 
ized in 1938, was month after 
month providing items which when 
taken together have produced the 
pattern of Communist infiltration 
into the lives ow our people. 
The “Amerasia” case, involving 
a vast amount of classified secret 
documents ‘over 1700', taken from 
the files of military intelligence, 
naval intelligence. Bureau of Cen­ 
sorship. British intelligence, t h e 
OSS and the State Department, was 
one of the most brazen acts of 
espionage yet developed. 
On March ll. 1945. the “Amer­ 
asia” headquarters were searched 
and the documents found. Involved 
were Philip Jaffe, Kate Mitchell, 
Mark Gavn. John S. Service, Lt. 
Andrew Roth and Emmanuel S. 
Larson. 


AFTER A L G E R Hiss was con­ 
victed. it was impossible to disre­ 
gard the “Amerasia” case. A sena­ 
torial committee, headed by Sen. 
Millard Tydings, was appointed to 
investigate, in particular, charges 
made by Sen. Joe McCarthy on 
Communist infiltration into t h e 
State Department. 
At first, Tydings seemed to be 
anxious to do a thorough job. How­ 
ever. political exigencies d r o v e 
him to the whitewash pail. Sen. 
Henry Cabot Lodge Jr. said of the 
Tydings Committee, of which he 
was a member: 
“The investigation must be set 
down as superficial and inconclu­ 
sive. The proceedings often lacked 
impartiality; the atmosphere was 
too often not that of seeking to as­ 
certain the truth. The subcommit­ 
tee’s record is a tangle of loose 
threads, of witnesses who were not 
subpoenaed, of leads which were 
not followed up.” 
Much more can be written in 
recapitulation, 
but there is 
no 
space here, except to say that un­ 
der both President Roosevelt and 
President T r u m a n , Communists 
flourished in our government.

The 
controversy

campaign funds—started by 
the 
“left wing” is a smokescreen de­ 
signed to divert public attention 
from the truly important issue 
which involves the responsibility of 
the Truman-Acheson administra­ 
tion for the bloodshed in Korea, 
where more than 100,000 Ameri­ 
can boys have 
been killed or

that Secretary of State Acheson, 
by his speech of January 1950, vir­ 
tually invited Communist aggres­ 
sion in Korea.

Japan and the Aleu­ 
tian Islands of Alaska. 
This told Russia the U n i t e d 
States itself wouldn’t defend Ko­ 
rea. Acheson accuses Eisenhower 
of omitting reference, however, to 
the second part of the 1950 speech 
in which the secretary said he 
didn't mean to imply that Korea 
would be left defenseless. T h e 
Acheson 1950 speech said on this 
point: 
“Should such an armed attack 
occur—one hesitates to say where 
such an attack could come from— 
the initial reliance must be on the 
people attacked to resist it a n d 
then upon the commitments of the 
entire civilized world under t h e 
charter 
of the 
United 
Nations 
which so far has not proved 
a 
weak reed to lean on by any peo­ 
ple who are determined to pro­ 
tect their independence 
against 
outside aggression.” 


BUT EISENHOWER was char­ 
itable in omitting reference to 
that particular paragraph because 
it contains a far worse indictment 
of the 
Truman-Acheson 
admini­ 
stration than the announcement of 
the limited “defense perimeter.” 
For the secretary of state was 
declaring thatt he U. N.—which 
everybody knew had a security 
council that could be paralyzed 
from taking action by the single 
veto of Soviet Russia—was going 
to resist aggression. 
That wasn’t important to t h e 
Communists, who for reasons of 
their own decided to start aggres­ 
sion in Korea, knowing full well 
that, even if the United Nations 
did resist, they didn’t h a v e the 
forces at hand to bring about a 
decision. 
If the secretary of state, after 
a withdrawal of American forces 
from the Far East, was relying

on the U. N. to protect that area, 
what steps, if any, did he take 
in January 1950 to mobilize the 
members of the United Nations un­ 
der the “commitments’’ to which 
he refers? None whatever. 
In fact, the United States gov­ 
ernment itself made no prepara­ 
tions to defend Korea because the 
joint chiefs of staff, including Ei­ 
senhower, at the time was told 
that it wasn’t American diplomat­ 
ic policy to protect Korea but that 
it was up to the U. N. 
The Republican nominee for the 
presidency, who was then chief of 
staff of the Army, recommended 
in 1949 against defense of Korea 
when the question was put to the 
joint chiefs. It is important to note 
what the question was—it was ask­ 
ed whether, in the event of general 
war. Korea should be defended. 
The answer, of course, was then 
and still is negative. If a world 
war broke out tomorrow, K o r e a 
couldn’t be defended, because the 
military forces and supplies now 
going there would be more ur­ 
gently needed elsewhere. 


BUT WHEN THE joint chiefs of 
staff render their advice on a mili­ 
tary question, why does the secre­ 
tary of state feel obligated to make 
such military information public? 
Since 
when 
does 
the 
United 
States government tell 
potential 
enemies what it will or will not 
defend? Some of the Democratic 
speakers 
have 
said with 
vehe­ 
mence that the advice not to de­ 
fend Korea, as announced by Ache­ 
son, was a “military decision.” 
But since when does the “mili­ 
tary” make decisions on foreign 
policy? The whole MacArthur con­ 
troversy made clear that the civil­ 
ian authority accepts and wants 
to take full responsibility for mak­ 
ing foreign policy. 
There is a further phase to the 
colossal blunder which the admin­ 
istration made. It relates to the 
fact that President Truman took 
full responsibility for cutting the 
budget of the military prior to Ko­ 
rea. As a consequence, by June 
1950 the Navy was in large part 
put “in mothballs.” there were no 
heavy-bomber forces and no ma­ 
rines in the Far East, and no ships 
to carry an expeditionary 
force 
f r o m Japan w h i l e occupation 
troops, with equipment only for a 
peacetime job. were on duty there. 
Under these circumstances, be­ 
cause neither the United 
States 
nor its allies had done anything 
from January till June 1950, when 
the Korean aggression came, the 
United States was required to bear 
the full brunt of the burden. That’s 
the tragic mistake of our times. 


American leadership, insofar a* 
getting help from the allies is con­ 
cerned, has since failed. More than 
100.000 boys have shed their blood. 
It was essential, of course, to 
resist aggreivion when it came in 
June 1950, but the President and 
secretary of state, by their pre­ 
vious policies and open announce­ 
ments of our “defense perimeter” 
as well as the withdrawal of our 
naval fores from the Far East 
f o r 
budgetary 
reasons, 
made 
things easy for the aggressor. 


MORE THAN 6JMMI American 
boys have been killed and more 
than 30.000 Americans have been 
wounded 
since 
the 
so-called 
“truce” talks began in June 1951. 
The Communists have success­ 
fully prevented the United Nations 
from 
applying 
maximum 
force 
while a bleeding war of attrition 
goes on indefinitely. About 40,000 
to 50.000 American boys are being 
drafted every month.

Women already outnumber men 
in the United States and the indi­ 
cations are that the difference in 
numbers will become even larger 
in the future, statistics show. 
The reversal of the historic sex 
ratio in our population occured in 
1945, and showed up for the first 
time in the 1950 census. At that 
time there were about 1,430.000 
more women than men. 
Many factors are contributing to 
the increasing proportion of fe­ 
males in the population, according 
to the statisticians. The most im­ 
portant is the higher death rate 
among males. 
At birth, the ratio of the two 
sexes has been very stable for 
many years. * at a level of about 
1.055 males per 1.000 females. On 
the other hand, the ratio of male 
to female deaths has been increas­ 
ing. In 1930. this ratio was 1.210 
males per 1.000 females And by 
1951 it had risen to 1,333 males 
per 1,000 females. 
Both sexes have shown a long­ 
term improvement in mortality, 
but the reduction has been more 
rapid among females. 
As a result, the gain in popula­ 
tion by natural increase I the excess 
of births over deaths) has been 
greater for females. In the six post­ 
war years 1946 through 1951, natur­ 
al increase added half a million 
more females than males to the 
population.

Judge Brennan emphasized that 
no more prophetic words hav e been 
spoken than “a nation is no better 
than it’s people.”

In rev iewing Article 5 of the 
Bill of Rights, he discussed the 
grand jury and other procedures 
that help protect our personal li­ 
berty and cautioned that before 
any changes be considered in the 
present system, we should be abso­ 
lutely certain we hav e something 
better with which to replace it. 
The Fifty Amendment reads: 
“No person shall be held to an­ 
swer for a capital or other in­ 
famous crime unless on a present­ 
ment or indictment of a grand 
jury, except in cases arising in the

45 Chinese 
POWs Killed 
In New Riot 


120 More Injured 
When Celebration** 
Turned Into Attack 


CHEJU ISLAND. Korea OR — 
American guards with blazing guns 
killed 45 Chinese prisoners of war 
and injured 120 others in quelling 
a riot today. 
The POWs were celebrating the 
third anniversary of China's Com­ 
munist regime when some fanatics 
turned the jubilee into an attack 
on their guards. 
“The majority of those killed and 
wounded were shot,” said a Pris­ 
oner of War Command spokesman. 
Two American soldiers were in­ 
jured slightly. 
The spokesman said: 
“ It was really a fight. Due to 
all the confusion that surrounds 
an incident like this one, many 
details are lacking” 
The 500 fanatical prisoners bat­ 
tled two infantry platoons—about 
80 men—with stones, rocks, clubs, 
tent poles and weapons improvised 
from materials in their compound. 
From a standpoint of fatalities, 
today’s riot was the second largest 
among POWs in Korea announced 
by the Army. Last February, in a 
similar riot on notorious Koje Is­ 
land, 80 prisoners were killed. 
About 6.400 hard-core Chinese 
Communists are quartered in var­ 
ious camps around Cheju City on 
the island south of Pusan. Also on

WASHINGTON Uh — Doctors 
should be wary of appraising the 
powers of the wonder-dmgs in the 
way grandma measured the suc­ 
cess of onion poultices, a Wash­ 
ington physician says. 
Declaring that medical practi­ 
tioners are all too prone to credit 
a wonder-drug like penicillin with 
the cure when a patient treated 
with such a drug for a poorly de­ 
fined ailmenW-especially of the 
nose and throat—gets well, Dr. 
John A. Washington told the an­ 
nual Scientific Assembly of the 
District of Columbia Medical So­ 
ciety late yesterday: 
'‘Like grandmother* with onion 
poultices we credit our success to 
the medicine in use at the time 
the temperature drops.” 
The George Washington Univers­ 
ity pediatrician said that while the 
antibiotic wonder-drugs are valu­ 
able foes of certain specific infec­ 
tions, there are others against 
which the drugs have no power at 
all—and that some of these ail­ 
ments are subject to spontaneous 
recovery. 
He made the remarks in caution­ 
ing doctors against “unnecessary" 
use of the antibiotics lest they: 
(I) Needlessly expose a patient 
to the risk of some kind of a re­ 
action from the drug; <21 subject 
a family to unnecessary expense 
for the drugs; <3> cause mothers 
to waken needlessly at all hours 
of the night to give the drug to 
a sick child; and 
build up fears 
in a child of a “needle-wielding 
doctor.”

Secretary of Treasury Snyder is 
on record today as believing that 
the excess profits tax some corpor­ 
ations pay will expire next June 
He sees no major relief likely for 
individuals. 
What to do about taxes is one 
of the first decisions the new pres­ 
ident will have to make in January. 
A number of the recent federal tax 
increases are due to expire in the 
next year or two unless Congress 
extends them. 
The taxpayer’s best hope for re­ 
lief would lie in a cut in govern- 
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ment spending. With defense ex­ 
penditures scheduled at a high lev­ 
el next year, hope for much relief 
seems put off until 1954. 
The corporate excess-profits tax 
is due to expire June 30.

1949 Such earnings are now consid­ 
ered excess and a 30 per cent 
additional tax levied on them.

Movement of more potatoes to 
s m arket after a short crop also 
pushed prices downward as much 
as 50 cents and more a bushel.
